judgement

| Ju d g e S p e e r ’s c o u rt would permit to 
stand, with possibly one or two ex- 
cept'on*. 
It seems, in the 
e stim a ­ 
tion of this court, th at the juries of 
W ise county are incompetent to pass 
upon a co n tro v ersy with a r a i l r o a d 
com pany, though presided o v er and 
directed by such just, intelligent trial 
judges as Ju d g e Patterson, Ju d g e 
McKinsey and Ju d g e Allison. 
Ju d ge Speer may prate as he p leas­ 
es a bout his being- sustained by the 
supreme court, but he knows th a t his 
court is the exclusive judge of the 
facts, and when it reverses a case on 
Die g ro u n d s of the insufficiency of the 
evidence the party has no a p p e a l to 
the supreme c o u rt and m ust p a y the 
costs and go back to the trial court 
and try his case a g a in . 
Since J u d g e 
Speer is bold enough to refer the 
people to the p rin ted decisions of his 
court, I will refer to a few cases that 
have been appealed by the r a i lr o a d s 
from this county to Ju d g e S p e e r ’s 
c o u rt so th a t any person who feels in ­

Let me reiterate, Jud g e Speer is re­ 
sponsible c o t alone for the decisions 
rendered by himself, but 
for all the 
decisions rendered by his court. 
In conclusion \ desire to say th a t I 
a m a p riv a te citizen and feel th a t I 
have yet the privilege to discuss with 
my neighbors the fitness of any m an 
who offer*- 
for un iivportant office 
without incuring tile contem pt of any 
r ig h t thinking man.
